It 
usually appeared as a follow of 
two or three paragraphs on the 
Collins story, or was buried in- 
side somewhere. 

At any rate, that experience 
did something to me. I had seen 
the man bite the dog, and I had 
written thousands of words about 
it. But I still am worried by it. 

I know, the human drama of it. 

‘It was man against fate—and 
from the time of Aeschylus 
‘down to our time that has been 
ithe essence of drama. 

But, ever since Floyd Collins, 
I have been on the other side. 
I do not like to see the stories of 
children with acute parecer 
who most certainly are going to 
die, presented in the nation’s 
press with early Christmas and 
the like. Yet, I must be wrong, 
because I have had families tele- 
phone and neighbors, as well, to 
request that such, or similar, 
stories be made known to the 
world. And families, once death 
has come, have expressed their 
appreciation. There is hardly a 
week that from some spot in 
the nation the plight of a child, 
dying from some pitiful and in- 
exorable disease, is not presented 
in terms which tear at the heart 
as the vulture devoured the 
liver of Prometheus. These sto- 
ries seem to comfort others, re- 
vealing their troubles as merely 
equal or less than others. 


Error 


Now and then, though, we do 
something in this field which 
seems to me to present us in za 
juvenile manner. 

There recently was a young 
child stricken with an eye dis- 
ease. Of such is the kingdom 
of Heaven, and so every heart 
was touched. 

The parents were given the 
best of medical attention. Men 
as well trained as any in the 
world attended her, though the 
parents were poor and the father 
unemployed. The diagnosis was 
harsh. . 

Human nature being what it is, 
a journey was made to a distant 
clinic. There a conflicting diag- 
nosis was had. And, since it was 
not harsh, but good, it was ac- 
cepted with understandable joy. 
But, the facts were, of course, 
that the original diagnosis may 
‘prove to be cruelly true. Those 
who made it sorrowfully believe 
it will be. There remains only the 
waiting, during which time we 
may pray the last diagnosis was 
correct. 

Meanwhile, because of what 
seems to me an extremely 
thoughtless manner in which the 
distant clinic presented its diag- 
nosis, faith in Southern medicine 
has been unnecessarily damaged. 
Time will pass and if it should 
prove, as we most devoutly trust 
it will not, that local diagnoses 
were correct, few will note it. By 
that time there will be some 
other heartbreak before us. 

Man against fate—and more 
especially innocent child against 
fate—will always be news. 

The race across states in fast 
cars: or by airplane, to bring a 
oes or an adult to some special- 
ist is without any question legiti- 
mate news and not publicity. 
Polio stories, too, are legitimate 
news. Doctors deal in the com- 
modity of life and when they 
make a mystery of themselves, 
they attract the curious and as- 
sist error. They badly need 
public relations counsel. 

But, it seems to me also it is 
time that press associations and 
newspapers might well ask if it is 
time we in the craft wrote a more 
mature code, and that clinics, 
distant or not, reveal their de- 
cisions in a manner which does 
not prejudice people against the 
profession.

Wintry weather sent Atlanta 
thermometers plummeting toward 
sub-freezing early Monday, but 
the Weather Bureau said warmer 
weather’s in the offing. 

Fair skies and a high reading of 
47 are expected here Monday aft- 
er an indicated early-morning 
low of 25 around dawn. 

Tuesday, more fair skies and 
a rise to 56 are due after a pre- 
dawn reading of 28.

MOSCOW, Jan. 21—Leaders of 
the Soviet Union including Gen- 
eralissimo Stalin Sunday heard 


ithe most scathing, most bitter at- 


tack within recollection of most 
listeners upon “American Impe- 
rialism” which had been made 
from the leading forum of the 
Communist Party. 

Speaking on the occasion of the 
27th anniversary of the death of 
Nicolai Lenin at the Bolshoi The- 
ater, Communist Party theoreti- 
cian Peter Pospelov declared that 
the Soviet people will never for- 
get that Russian blood is on Amer- 
ican hands and proclaimed that 
any new third world war by 
America against the Soviet Union 
was doomed to the same fate as 
befell Hitler’s attack on Russia. 


Pospelov, director of the Marx- 
Engels-Lenin Institute and one of 
the Communist Party’s top ideo- 
logical experts, spoke in the pres- 
ence of Soviet leaders including 
Stalin, V. M. Molotov, G. M. Ma- 
lenkov and other members of the 
Politburo government and armed 
forces. 

The subject of his address was 
the United States and what he 
charged was its unswerving im- 
perialist, adventurist and inter- 
ventionist roles toward Russia 
which he traced back as far as 
the days of the February revolu- 
tion in 1917, before the Bolshe- 
viks came to power in Russia. 

He named President Woodrow 
Wilson as prime mover in plots 
and plans directed against the 
Bolshevik revolution and charged 
Wilson came to the Paris peace 
conference equipped with a full 
set of plans for partitioning the 
Soviet Union under which the 
United States would have reached 
a League of Nations mandate for 
the Caucasus. 

From Wilson’s day to the pres- 
ent time, charged Pospelov, United 
States “imperialists” never had

be competing.” 


2. Appropriating committees 
“might well” require such a find- 
ing “before the appropriations for 
personal service are made.” 


3. And subsequently such a 
finding .“encompassing changed 
conditions and developments might 
well be required by the Director 
of the Budget before the appro- 
priations are apportioned.” 


In a statement accompanying 
the. report, the Committee said 
that Federal civilian workers in 
the Executive Department dur- 
ing the period following World 
War II numbered nearly 2,000,- 
000, “with duty stations in every 
county of the nation except one 
(Armstrong County, South Da- 
kota ).” 


This “plateau” of, Federal work- 
ers, it added, “has now become 
the base for post-Korean out- 
break increases which by the end 
of the first quarter of the fiscal 
year 1951 (September, 1950, 90 
days after Korea), were averag- 
ing more than 1,000 a. day.” 


The Civil Service Commission 
reported Sunday that civilian 
employment in the Executive De- 
partment had reached 2,159,997 
at the end of last November, an 
increase of 31,306 over the pre- 
vious month and 171,937 over the 
same month in 1949.

TV Set Makers Testing 


Copper, Cobalt Substitutes 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21—(4)—The gloomy outlook for a continued 
supply of television sets has brightened with disclosure of production 
plans effecting drastic savings of critical, scarce materials. 

One of the biggest savings will 
come from a change in the method 
of focusing the picture on the 
face of the viewing screen. 

Present sets have picture tubes 
using what is called electro-mag- 
netic focusing. This requires either 
a magnet containing cobalt, now 
vital to the production of jet en- 
igines and other defense weapons, 
or a coil of copper which also is 
in great demand for the arms 
program. 

New tubes now ready for pro- 
‘duction use so-called electrostatic 
focusing which does not require 
‘the scarce cobalt or copper. 
| Max Balcom, chairman of the 
itube division of the Radio-Tele- 
vision Manufacturers’ Association | 
‘and board chairman of Sylvania 
‘Electric Products Corp., says the 
new tube has greatly improved 
the prospects for a continued sup- 
ply of sets.

These accusations. evidence of 
continuing Soviet concern about 
the possibility of a German mili- 
tary revival, were made in notes 
handed to British and French rep- 
resentatives by Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Vyshinsky in 
Moscow Saturday night. The 
texts were broadcast from Mos-|. 
cow early Sunday and recorded 
in London. | 

There was no note to the 
United States but its name was 
coupled throughout with those of, 
Britain and France. The three 
powers were charged with or- 
ganizing an “obviously aggres- 
sive” grouping, the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization. 

On Dec. 15 the Soviet Union 
first protested to Britain and 
France that their military policies 
were contrary to the Potsdam 
Declaration on the demilitariza- 
tion of Germany and their treaties 
with the Soviet Union. 


On Jan. 5, the two Western 
capitals replied that their policies 
were “purely defensive” and 
made necessary only by the So- 
viet Union’s own belligerent at- 
titude. 

Meanwhile, Moscow has been 
engaged in another series of ex- 
with Washington, Lon- 
don and Paris trying to arrange 
a Four-Power conference on the 
subject of Germany. The West- 
ern Powers’ latest note proposing 
a preliminary meeting to arrange 
an agenda will be sent within a 
few days. 

Sunday’s notes said British and 
French contentions that their de- 
fensive measures were due to 
threats of Communist aggression 
were “inventions of the mind” 
used by the “Fascist ringleaders”’ 
of Germany, Italy and Japan to 
justify their aggression.

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A Proposal Without a Purpose 


Before the General Assembly approves 
the State-wide primary amendment pro- 
posal offered by the Administration, and 
which comes before the Senate today, it 
ought to consider the long-term effects. 


Though this newspaper opposes the 
county unit system and the unfair, “poor 
loser” attempt to give it a new lease on 
life by constitutional amendment, that 
phase is not by any means the worst of 
the proposal. 


It would require all political parties to 
hold State-wide primaries before their 
candidates could be placed on the general 
election ballot. The Democratic Party is 
the only party with sufficient strength in 
Georgia to hold State-wide primaries. The 
Republican Party, for example, automati- 
cally would be frozen out. Because they 
do not now have membership sufficient to 
warrant a primary they would be barred 
from entering a candidate in the general 
election. 


There may be legal questions involved 
which the backers of this proposed amend- 
ment have not considered. 


Georgia badly needs two strong :politi- 
cal parties. The Constitution is a Demo- 
cratic newspaper, but we would hail it as

The Government 


Breaks Its Own Rules 


If the Federal Government is sincere 
about stopping inflation, which even now 
js threatening the stability of the country, 
it will have.to get its own house in order. 


Pretty soon now price and wage con- 
trols will be established. That is right 
and proper. It should have been done long 
ago. Mr. Truman and others high in 
Government have warned that wages must 
be stabilized along with prices. Wages 
that are too high create excess buying 
power, increasing competition among buy- 
ers for goods that will become scarcer as 
military production replaces much civil- 
jan production. 

But, as was the case in World War II 
and as too often is true in normal times, 
the Federal Government is the worst of- 
fender against its own rules. What the 
Government says the people must do is 
one thing, but what the Government itself 
does is quite another. | 

The Labor Department has proposed 
wage rates for skilled workmen in the 
Savannah River atomic plant area which 
would mean paychecks up to $270 a week. 

Unskilled workers—common laborers 
with no special training or skills—would 
be paid at rates which would bring them 
up to $97 a week. 

These figures are based on the same 
amount of overtime as was worked in con- 
struction of the Oak Ridge atomic plant. 

The rates which the Labor Department 
has conjured up are a great deal higher 
than prevailing wages in the area. For 
instance, common laborers would be paid, 
under the Labor Department scale, at the 
rate of $1.08 an hour. Rates now being 
paid in the area run from 75 to 85 cents. 
Brickmasons would get $3 an hour com- 
pared with the $2.25 to $2.50 top now 
prevailing. 

Mr. Truman has proposed a manpower 
mobilization policy which eventually might 
lead to mandatory direction of workers 
of all types. They would be required to 
work where their services would contrib- 
ute most to rearmament. If conditions 
worsen there will be need for such a 
program. 

But the Government is building up 
trouble for itself if it insists upon paying 
outrageous wages to workmen on certain 
projects, but forces millions of others to 
remain on jobs at frozen pay levels. 

If the Government cannot command 
respect for its policies from its own depart- 
ments, how can it expect full co-operation 
of the people? ‘The Labor Department 
ought to be brought up to date on the 
policies laid down by President Truman 
and Defense Mobilizer Vfilson.

And 
is that sufficient reason for stifling for- 
ever and by law all potential opposition to 
the party that has ruled in Georgia since 
Reconstruction?

We.Can Use 
Chiang’s Troops 


It is apparent something is about to 
happen in Korea. 


For weeks reports have circulated in 
Tokyo and at the front that the Chinese 
Nationalists, now on Formosa, would. be- 
come active in the UN fight against the 
Communists. 

That rumor has been strengthened by 
two recent developments. The first was 
the sudden removal of Maj. Gen. Robert B. 
McClure, commander of the Second Divi- 
sion. Under Gen. McClure the Second Di- 
vision has fought well and skillfully. Cor- 
respondents can find no military reason 
for his release and are speculating that he 
may be assigned duties which would make 
use of his experience as former Deputy 
Chief of Staff of Chiang Kai-shek’s armies. 


The second development was the recent 
arrival in Tokyo of Gen. Ho Ying-chin, 
chairman of Nationalist China’s advisory 
council on strategy. 


Whether the UN ought to accept sup- 
port from Chiang, who does not have popu- 
lar support at home, is a question that 
will rend the air if Nationalist troops do 
become a part of the UN force. The UN 
has withdrawn its condemnation of Dic- 
tator Franco and this country has resumed 
normal relations with Spain because we 
are willing to take the lesser of two evils 
and obtain help from those with whom we 
do not agree, but who nevertheless are in 
position of providing gravely needed as- 
sistance in the fight against communism. 
We have embraced Tito and are furnish- 
ing money and food for Yugoslavia for 
the same reason. 

Partly because of the Oriental capacity 
for graft and partly because he is unable to 
control his own regime, Chiang’s govern- 
ment probably is the most corrupt in the 
world. Much of the vast amount of war 
materials this country supplied him in the 
fight against the Communists found their 
way to Mao Tze-tung in original crates. 


Nevertheless, Chiang does have man- 
power. His armies are variously estimated 
at from 300,000 to 700,000. He offered 
30,000 troops at the beginning of the Ko- 
rean campaign, but this was rejected be- 
cause this country felt it would be taken 
as provocation to war by the Communists. 


But now that the Communists are fight- 
ing us anyway, we are in position of need- 
ing help regardless of the quarter from 
which it comes. If Chiang again is taken 
on our side, it ought to be only with com- 
plete control, by UN appointed officers, of 
the materials we furnish, right down to 

ynsumption by Nationalist soldiers in the 
field.

Worse Than the 


Five-Perecent Law 


Today the State Senate is scheduled to debate 

one of the most far-reaching proposals ever to 

» oor come before that body affecting the rights of an 

individual Georgian to seek public office. The final vote on this 

proposed constitutional amendment will determine the fate of 

hopes for a two-party system in Georgia. The amendment’s 

outcome will determine whether you can run for the United 

States Senate, the Governorship, the Lieutenant Governorship, 

the State Supreme Court, the State Court of Appeals and State- 
house offices on your own in the future. 


: The amendment would require every candidate 
Too Strict for such offices in the general election first to be 
nominated in a State-wide primary operated on a county unit 
system. We won’t discuss the county unit feature of the pro- 
posal. 

Even if the authors had left off the last phrase, “on a county 
unit basis,” the proposal is too restrictive on an individual’s right 
to run for public office in his State. 

To require a person to be nominated in a State-wide primary 
before he can get his name on a general election ballot is too 
great an imposition on the right of a person to run for office, and 
on the rights of voters to express a free choice. 

The “Five Per Cent Law,” requiring an individual to submit 
petitions signed by five per cent of the voters before getting his 
name on the general election ballot, unless he is nominated by 
a party which polled five per cent of the registered vote, has 
been criticized by leading Democrats of Georgia as unfair, perhaps 
unconstitutional, and too prohibitive to the two-party system. 

The proposed constitutional amendment is far more restrictive 
than the “Five Per Cent Law.” You might be able to get the 
signatures of 65,000 voters on a petition circulated here and there 
over the State. But, it would cost you a pretty penny to hold a 
primary election in every precinct in Georgia before getting your 
name on the general election ballot. 


The sponsors of the amendment had in 
New Approach mind extending the county unit system 
into the ‘general election through this new approach. The people 
defeated an amendment which simply called for extension of the 
unit system into the general election. 

This new amendment, requiring State-wide primaries in order 
to get on the general election ballot, is far worse than the amend- 
ment which the people voted against last November. Even those 
people who might want the general election operated on a county 
unit system should permit anyone to run in such election as de- 
sires to do so. 

There are indications that the vote on the proposed new 
amendment will be close in the Senate today. The sponsors have 
delayed its consideration twice—once in committee and once when 
it was scheduled to be debated on the floor. It is hoped they 
will realize the danger of the proposal and postpone it indefinitely.

I, too, worked with the Japanese Occu- 
pation as stenographer for 26 months, which gave 
me a background of understanding. But my faith 
in God’s purpose is what really gives me the 
strength to face the days ahead, no matter how 
dark they may appear now. 


You may be interested in several passages of 
a letter I received several weeks ago from a 
Japanese contracting company which worked 
with my husband in his job as project engineer 
on several dependent housing jobs over there. It 
was signed by all of the executives of the com- 
pany and told me of their grief at the news of 
my husband’s death. “We have offered one min- 
ute’s silent prayer today (6 November, 1950) in 
honour of Captain Reaves’ glorious death in ac- 
tion, not only for his own country, but for the 
United Nations, ... His influence will remain on 
all of us who recall his straightforward, square- 
dealing ways, his uncompromising honesty, his 
warm friendliness, his devotion to his work, his 
unfailing loyalty, and will guide us through all 
the rest of our lives.”

Generally, both houses of the General Assembly are businesslike, 
hard-working groups. Many times in the last two weeks we have been impressed 
at the excellent opportunities afforded youngsters from all parts of the State in 


the posts of page. Teen-age boys and girls and eager-eyed younger kids who are just beginning to 
learn a little about government in school come up to Atlanta for a day or two and take a hand at 
all sorts of odd jobs incidental to law-making. They pass out bills, scurry around delivering mes- 
sages and mail and sometimes just stan@® out of the way in the corners and look on as their hero, 
“The Gentleman” from their town or county, debates a bill. 


Obviously that is a wonderful opportunity for 
a child, especially a child with lively curiosity 
and budding pride in his State and the repre- 
sentatives of his government. An air of pride 
and great importance rides the shoulders of every 
one of those youngsters as they hurry over the 
floor on State business. 


One lad described his job as “a very creat 
honor” and ducked his head and added 
shyly, “I'll spend the $3 they pay me—but 
I'll never forget the honor.” 


What some legislators forget, especially late 
in the afternoon when they are tired, is that it is 
an honor for them to be there, too. They stand 
for something, especially in the migds of those 
children who, conceivably, will be State leaders 
of tomorrow. They have no right to besmirch 
the positions they hold. 


The other afternoon, at the end of a long and 
exhausting debate on Home Rule, an elderly Rep- 
resentative rose to a point of personal privilege 
in the House—and most of his colleagues with a

Finally, the old man finished reading 
the story and delivered a brief lecture on the 
need of a Ku Kiux Klan to police cities against 
such things as ““Non-Virgin Club” activities. 

The whole episode was brief—not long enough 
to be charged with holding up work in the House. 
But the loudspeaker system was working fine, 
the gallery was half full of women and school 
children, and half a dozen teen-age girl pages 
were present on the floor at the time. 


There's no way of estimating how much 
embarrassment it caused them or what it 
did to any ideals they held about the impor- 
tance and honor of being a State legislator. 


As an aging and not very sheltered veteran 
of many police court trials, we didn’t recoil par- 
ticularly from the story or the innuendo. But 
we are frankly still a little shocked at the inap- 
propriateness and the bad taste of injecting 
strictly smoker jollity into the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Maybe the Legislature needs the in- 
fluence of a few women members once more.

Diplomacy ' Beats a Quick Draw 


W ASHINGTON—Diplomacy seems to be a neglected art around here lately— 


diplomacy in the sense of good manners, courtesy, and tact. 


There’s a lot of 


shooting from the hip—the quick draw and the resounding verbal blast. before 


a fellow even knows what he’s shooting about. 


Our statesmen are in a snappish 


mood, including President Truman and Sen. Bob Taft. It’s not so much: what is 
said, as how it’s said, it’s the way some of our notables fire impulsively in all 
directions after glancing at the headlines, figuratively speaking, and before they have read the first 


paragraph. 


For instance, President Truman seemed clear and logical enough in his explanation 


several days ago at a press conference about the President’s traditional power to send troops abroad 
which he coupled carefully with his explanation that he would, of course, and as usual, consult the 
appropriate committees of Congress about such an important action. 


But, in the course of it, he was a bit abrupt 
and belligerent, perhaps, and that necessarily 
Was mirrored in accurate reporting and that 
\attitude became apparent in some of the head- 
lines. 


*, 


That riled Sen. Taft, who had taken over 
this issue for himself and was making hay 
with it, and he was off on one of his flights 
where he saw virtually the end of repre- 
sentative government and the republic. You 
could almost hear the pillars falling and 
see the crows nesting in the ruins. 


At his next press conference the President 
took the reporters to task, claiming he saw no- 
where his statement about consultation with 
Congress. When he got a polite argument about 
that he retreated by saving he was not trying 
to read a lecture to the reporters, but maybe 
somebody on a desk somewhere edited this out 
of their copy. 

Familiar, and very lame. It is the sort of 
episode that has occurred before with Presidents 
and other public men who become piqued—and 
understandably—at criticism when they are un- 
der stress and strain. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
used to lambast the publishers en masse, always 
exempting the reporters before him. 

It would seem that in this current case Presi- 
dent Truman hadn't read the papers very care- 
fully, for they gave accurate accounts. 

Illustrative of the quick-draw atmosphere 
around here is another recent episode that re- 
veals impatience with diplomacy in the inter- 
national field. That isn’t healthy, either, since 
diplomacy there is much better than shooting 


from the hip. 

When it was revealed in New York that the 
United States had agreed to the second “cease- 
fire’ attempt of the United Nations, there went 
up an outraged cry of “appeasement” from some 
of our statesmen. Yet, for several days it had 
been made clear in newspaper reports that we 
would go along with this final gesture, though 
our State Department saw no hope in it, as a 
matter of diplomacy to satisfy other UN members 
that everything possible was being done. 

We had made known to all of them that if 
this failed, as it seemed sure it would, we then 
would bring forward our resolution branding 
Communist China as an aggressor and opening 
the way for economic and diplomatic sanctions 
against Communist China in the regular UN 
procedure. 


By this diplomatic process we gained 
support for our position. All has worked 
out as anticipated, and as forecast here sev- 
eral days ago. 


The interesting thing was that the shouts of 
“appeasement” came from some who had been 
demanding that we quit Korea entirely, just pull 
out, which of itself would appear to be “‘appease- 
ment”: from some who would withdraw from 
Europe and leave it to Joe Stalin; and from some 
who have already condemned the UN as of little 
consequence, anyhow. 

Maybe we could do, about now, with a week 
of silence—with a little meditation along with it. 
Maybe that should include this detractor. 

But, no, that would interfere with freedom 
of the press, wouldn't it?

The Headaches of Keeping Allies 


WASHINGTON—One of the chief responsibilities (and worst headaches) of leadership in a 
grand alliance is trying to understand what makes your allies tick. The Korean cease-fire reso- 
lution of the UN which our diplomats rather feebly accepted as a concession to our allies’ feelings, 
strongly posed the problem. Everyone in America is asking, “Why the devil should everyone 


else hanker to appease the Chinese Communists 
are attacking our forces in Korea?” But take the case of the British. 


in this grovelling way, when Chinese troops 
This is the simplest case 


and most important to us, since the British control about three-quarters of the air bases we must 
use, in event of war, to send our strategic aviation against the Soviet Union. 


First of all, Britain is a small, crowded island, 
just off the shore of the Eurasian land mass. 
We are a continent with two oceans between us 
and any potential Soviet base. 


The existing estimated Soviet stockpile 
of about 25 atomic bombs, and the existing 
Seviet long-range air force of about 500 
imitation B-29s are enough to damage this 
country but not enough to do us in. Even 
now. however, the atomic bombs in Soviet 
hands already constitute a fearful danger 
to the British Isles. 


Again, the German pressure-mine, which we 
have learned in Korea that the Russians are 
manufacturing in quantity, might sorely em- 
barrass the overseas operations of American 
forces: but it would not starve this country out. 
On the other hand, submarines laying great 
‘numbers of these acutely troublesome mines in 
’ Britain’s harbors could conceivably cut the Brit- 
'Gsh off from the food and raw materials they 
need to live and fight. In short, although the 
British have lost none of the courage that made 
the world their debtor in 1940-41, there are ex- 
cellent reasons why the British people and the 
British leaders are markedly less hot-tempered 
than the American people and the American 
leaders. 


Second, the nature of Britain’s situation di- 
rectly influences. their attitude to the Chinese 
Commiunists, encouraging what looks to us like 
a strong tendency to self-deception. Because 
' their own danger is so great, they naturally tend 
' to hope that the Chinese are more peaceable and 
| more possible to deal with than any available 
| facts suggest. Because this British danger is in 
| Europe, they inevitably have the most lively 
‘horror of any moves that would embroil their 
‘main ally, the United States, in a full-scale war 
' with China. 


These strong, fundamental influences on Brit- 
fish views and policy are strengthened in turn by 
the survival in the cabinet of the old half-baked 
| “progressive” attitude towards the Chinese Com- 

munists. Only a year ago, the Secretary for War, 
_dohn Strachey, could actually say that the regime 


of. Mao Tse-tung would “probably be the best 
government China had had in 5,000 years.” 


For all these reasons, the British cling to the 
opinion that Chinese Communism is “National 
Communism” and not “Moscow Communism,” 
and that a split between Moscow and Peking can 
somehow be encouraged. They will not change 
their minds on this point unless and-until the 
Chinese launch their expected onslaught against 
Southeast Asia. 


Third, the British explain away the rather 
glaring evidence of Korea by saying that we 
touched the Chinese on their most sensitive 
strategic spot, by allowing General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur to drive to the Korean bor- 
der. They argue that the original Chinese inter- 
vention in October (after which, the Chinese 
forces rather surprisingly recoiled without ex- 
ploiting their victery) was in the nature of a 
sharp warning to keep away from the border. 
They say further that if the warning had been 
heeded, and our forces had been consolidated 
on the narrow neck of Korea, matters would 
have ended there. 


Since the British pleaded urgently for 
consolidation on the narrow neck, they now 
feel that the mistake was ours, and that we 
must bear the consequences. 


Fourth, and finally, the former close Anglo- 
American collaboration has dangerously lapsed, 
for many reasons and in many different ways, 
during the past two years. Thus British under- 
standing of American motives and purposes has 


_ weakened to the point disclosed by Prime Min- 


ister Attlee’s hasty trip to prevent President 
Truman from casually dropping any atomic 
bombs. 

None of this means that the British view- 
point is right, or that these reporters in any 
sense agree with it. Unfortunately, however, it 
is necessary to remember General of the Army 
Marshall’s favorite warning against “fighting the 
problem.” The viewpoints of allies, even . if 
demonstrably unreasonable, are very much part 
of the problem—that is, if you want to keep any 
allies at all,

Watch such waste carefully. It 
may mean the. difference be- 
tween a sound diet and mal- 
nutrition. 

Here are some “Waste points” 
to check: 

1. Don’t let the morning’s milk 
wait on the door step. This 
increases bacterial content 
and reduces the riboflavin, 
so refrigerate it promptly. 
The allied dairy products, 
butter and margarine need 
refrigeration, too. Since light 
and air destroy flavor and 
some vitamin A, don’t let 
them stand on the kitchen 
table. 

. When preparing vegetables in 
advance, cover those in re- 
frigerator. Don’t soak in 
water as this destroys vita- 
mins, minerals, and flavor. 
Serve raw vegetables often. 
This texture adds variety 
then too you have all the 
food value. Cooking of any 
vegetable decreases its nu- 
tritive value, and the longer 
cooked vegetables “stand” 
before being served the more 
vitamins and flavor lost for 
that’s what added heat does. 

. Perishable foods, except ba- 
nanas, need refrigeration as 
s00n as you bring them home. 
All such foods, except meat 
should be in covered con- 
tainers or tightly closed food 
bags. 

. Fresh meats should be un- 
wrapped, wiped with a damp 
cloth, put on a plate, and 
a piece of wax paper laid 
loosely on the top. If you 
buy meats in a self-service 
store, be sure to open the 
package and take them out. 
before you put them in the 
refrigerator. 

. Eggs should be kept in the 
refrigerator at home to re- 
tain the food value, fresh- 
ness, and flavor. The wisest 
homemakers co not buy eggs 
at the store unless they are 
in a refrigerator case. 

. Orange juice should not be 
strained if you dépend upon 
this as a source of Vitamin 
C. Serve the juice unstrained 
or the oranges, sliced, halved 
or in sections. The fruit pulp 
is left in vitamin C so save it.

emphasis where it’s needed. By 
the time you've finished six 
stretches, you'll feel inches 
slimmer! 

Now a bend. With right arm 
up and léft arm down, b-e-n-d 
at the waist to the left, letting 
left hand slide down the thigh 
line and as you think, 
“suppleness makes a willowy 
waist.” Reverse position and 
bend in the opposite direction, 
holding the picture of a slim 
young waist, as you pull up 
strongly with all the midsection 
muscles. 

Six stretch-bends will do at 
the beginning. Each day brings 
more flexibility, and the down- 
sliding hands edges closer to the 
knee . . then below the knee. 

Now swing into hip slimming. 
Hold onto a chair back and, 
knee straight, swing one leg up 
in front, then swing vigorously 
backward and up as far as you 
can thinking, “hips, hips 
away!” The leg must be raised 
past a 45-degree angle to bring 
into action the muscle on the 
back of the hips—that’s where 
science swings in. Change sides 
and repeat with the other leg, 
while picturing smooth, svelte 
hips. ;

Mrs. Dubose 
passes along these tips for 
would-be puppet making: 
“First, we cut the wood into 
small square blocks on the band 
saw. Next we put the blocks 
through the sanding machine. 
These blocks form the torsos of 
the puppets. The arms have rag 
hands, and the legs have rag 
feet. All the joints are hooked 
together with trunk fibre. The 
heads are made of papier-mache, 
and hand painted by some of the 


‘girls.” 


Mrs. DuBose also said that 
the dragon to be used in the 
play is made of foam rubber 
with felt feet and fins. Its dorsal 
fin is trimmed with glittering 
sequins and its eyes are jew- 
eled buttons. The puppets, The 
Prince, the Russian Peasant Girl 
and The Old Witch, are all 
dressed in colorful costumes. 


It has been pointed out by 
experts that manipulation, prob- 
ably more than any other single 
aspect of the whole show, is 
most conspicuous when it is not 
well done. The League girls do 
all the “string pulling” and this 
year will use nylon fishing lines. 


Brush With Soft Bristles 
To Lengthen Cloth Life 


Daily brushing is a prime fac- 
tor in keeping clothes in condi- 
tion. This means more than a 
few passes with a whiskbroom. 
It means the use of a clothes 
brush which will remove the 
dust you cannot see, the tiny, 
almost invisible particles which 
can act as an abrasive to shorten 
the life of the garment. Use a 
brush with soft but firm bristles 
which will thoroughly remove 
hidden particles of dirt and lift 
the fibers of a pile weave fab- 
ric to their origina} luxurious 
surface texture. A brush with 
stiff bristles that loosens or pulls 
out the wool fibers will shorten 
the life of the fabric.

clean, 


Moreover, they’re behaving a lot better than they probably do 
at home, just as the little honey pots always do. They don’t talk 
too much, they say yessir and yes’m, and no shootin’ irons have 
been smuggled past the doorkeepers for as long as they can 
remernber. 


They’ve found out how to read a seating chart like an architect 
can read a blueprint, and they know all the shortcuts to the coke 
bar and the Governor’s office.
